PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

" . . .the  angel. ..said  unto  the  women.  Fear  not  ye:  for  I know  that  ye  seek  Jesus  which  was 
crucified.  He  is  not  here:  for  he  is  risen,  as  he  said.. .go  quickly  and  tell. ..that  he  is  risen 
from  the  dead."  (Matthew  28:  5-7) 

"...they  departed  quickly. ..with  fear  and  great  joy.. .And  as  they  went.. .behold  Jesus  met 
them. ..Then  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Be  not  afraid:  go  tell  my  brethren..."  (Matthew  28:  8- 
10) 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I have 
commanded  you:  and  lo,  I am  with  you  always..."

On  January  20,  2007, 1 met  with  the  Baton  Rouge  District  planning  committee  for  annual 
meeting.  They  amazed  me  with  how  organized  they  were  that  early  in  the  year  with  their 
planning.  I listened  with  great  enthusiasm.  The  theme  they  chose-  GO

and  also  Globalization  made  us  aware  that  we  must  raise  our  voices  to  sing  over  the  walls 
that  separate  us  if  we  go  forth  to  tell  the  Resurrection  Glory!  Congratulations  to  Dean  Jan 
Dickerson,  Assistant  Dean  Evelyn  Martin  and  their  team  for  a tremendously  successful 
School  of  Christian  Mission  for  2007!

ARE  BEHIND,  AND  REACHING  FORTH  UNTO  THOSE  THINGS  WHICH  ARE 
BEFORE,  I PRESS  TOWARD  THE  MARK  FOR  THE  HIGH  CALLING  OF  GOD  IN 
CHRIST  JESUS."  (PHILIPPIANS  3:  9,10;  13,14) 

Many  of  you  remember  our  Annual  Meeting  2006  in  Monroe.  Our  guest  speaker  from 
Women's  Division  had  an  accident  on  the  way  to  the  airport  to  come  to  Monroe.  The  call 
came  during  our  first  session  to  alert  us  that  we  did  not  have  a speaker!  We,  the  United 
Methodist  Women  of  Louisiana,  remembered  that,  "GOD  IS  GOOD  ALL  THE 
TIME... 
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ALL  THE  TIME  GOD  IS  GOOD."  Sure  enough,  God  had  prepared  our  Bishop  William  W. 
Hutchinson  with  the  message  we  needed  to  hear.  God  also  gave  our  Bishop  the  grace  to 
deliver  that  message.  We  continue  to  climb  "Jacob's  Ladder"  with  him  as  we  go  higher  and 
higher  thus  rising,  shining,  and  glorifying  God  as  we  are  in  faithful  witness  attempting  to 
make  disciples  for  Christ.

Katrina  made  seeking  a new  home  necessary  for 
Dolores.  She  had  been  a very  active  leader  in  her  church  and  UMW  in  New  Orleans. 
Baton  Rouge  needed  a new  president  for  their  district.  Dolores  answered,  as  she  had  many 
times  before,  " HERE  I AM  LORD!"  As  the  scripture  instructed,  she  was  not  turning 
back,  but  realizing  that  our  dreams  are  greater  than  our  memories,  she  was  going  forth 
for  Christ  as  a Resurrection  Woman.

Our  United  Methodist  Women  are  powerful 
examples  to  mentor  our  youth  and  those  seeking  understanding  in  today's  bewildering 
world.

Report  from  Barbara  Ferguson, 

Mission  Coordinator  for  Social  Action 

All  of  the  regional  and  national  UMW  meetings  that  I attended  this  year  focused  on  the  expanded 
scope  of  the  UMW  Mission  Area  of  Social  Action.  The  attendees  studied  the  UMW  Constitution 
and  Handbook,  which  explain  that  Social  Action  encompasses  improving  the  social,  economic, 
environmental  and  /or  political  conditions  that  affect  women  and  children.  This  means  that  Social 
Action  efforts  include  activities,  such  as: 

• Studying  in  groups  or  doing  projects  that  promote  world  peace 

• Implementing  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice 

• Supporting  the  No  Child  Left  Behind  moral  concerns  through  advocacy 

• Serving  the  poor  and  needy  in  the  community 

• Improving  conditions  for  disadvantaged  children  and  women 

• Supporting  church  women  by  helping  them  assume  positions  of  leadership  and  responsibility  in 
the  church  and  community 

• Helping  with  environmental  concerns 

• And,  performing  other  activities  that  work  toward  the  improvement  of  conditions  that  affect 
women  and  children. 

"Mission  Area  of  Social  Action  — Exemplary  Service  Award* 

This  Exemplary  Service  Award  will  be  given  to  each  district  that 

1 . Selects  at  least  one  social  action  issue  that  relates  to  improvement  of  the  social,  economic, 
environmental  and/or  political  conditions  that  affect  women  and  children,  and  that 

2.  Plans  and  participates  in  events  and  activities  that  address  the  selected  social  action  issue.  Each 
Social  Action  District  Coordinator  was  given  a form  to  complete  and  submit  for  the  Exemplary  Service 
Award.  The  Social  Action  District  Coordinators  were  encouraged  to  use  the  same  form  to  collect 
information  from  local  units,  and  then  use  this  information  to  present  Exemplary  Service  Awards  to  the 
local  units. 

National  Advocacy  for  Children  Conference 

At  the  outstanding  "Advocacy  for  Children"  conference  in  Washington,  DC,  all  social  action 
coordinators,  and  others  in  similar  positions  in  other  denominational  churches,  were  encouraged  to 
focus  their  social  action  agenda  on  Public  Education.  Soon,  the  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act  (NCLB) 
will  go  to  Congress  for  reauthorization.  Across  the  nation,  churches  of  all  faiths  have  come  together  to 
advocate  for  changes  in  the  NCLB  Act,  based  upon  moral  concerns  with  the  Act.  A brief  summary  of 
the  published  position  states: 

• As  people  of  faith  we  do  not  view  our  children  as  products  to  be  tested  and  managed 
but  instead  as  unique  human  beings  to  be  nurtured  and  educated. 

• We  affirm  that  the  law  should  uphold  high  expectations  for  all  children  but  honor 
every  child's  accomplishments 

• We  should  shift  the  focus  from  punishing  public  schools  to  strengthening  them.

Ladies,  we  are  many  things  rolled  into  one  delightful  package,  and  one  of  our  most 
important  efforts  is  to  continue  to  grow  in  knowledge  and  wisdom  about  God's  world,  our 
brothers  and  sisters,  and  the  situations  occurring  worldwide.  More  importantly,  we  want  to 
know  HOW  WE  CAN  MAKE  A DIFFERENCE.,  a difference  that  is  pleasing  to  our  Lord 
and  Savior.  Our  Lord  wants  us  to  seek  knowledge  and  understanding.  We  can  do  this 
through  our  reading  program,  our  "Window  to  the  World".  Reading  and  participant 
certificates  will  be  presented  at  this  gathering  and  let  me  congratulate  those  who  have 
completed  one  of  the  reading  programs  as  well  as  those  who  have  been  active  on  a 
participation  level.

Our  Annual  Meeting  issue  will  be  published  on  August  24,  2007,  and 
our  November  issue  will  be  published  on  approximately  November  16,  2007.
